Playing Into the Hands 


Of the Communists 


While we find it impossible to shed 
tears over the beating Homer Chase alleg- 
edly received at the hands of three men 
at Carrollton the other day, it is obvious 
that the self-appointed dians of democ- 
racy played right into the hands of Com- 
munist Chase and his followers. 

The Communists like nothing better 
than a disturbance they can work to their 
advantage. That is why the Negro Com- 
munist, Patterson, provoked yg © Hender- 
son Lanham at a committee hearing in 
Washington recently. Unfortunately, Rep. 
Lanham fell for the bait and took a swing 
at the offender. The Communist press 
all over the world seized upon the incident 
as an example of lawlessness and inequal- 
ity in this country. 

The history of the Communist move- 
ment is a long one of similar provocations. 
Paul Robeson has become expert at it, as 
has nearly every other Communist. It is 
part of their training. 

Chase’s beating was a minor matter, 
but it will be relayed to the Communist 
papers of Russia, Eastern Europe and Asia 
as “proof” of American lawlessness. 

It is irritating that Communists are 
permitted to use the freedoms of this coun- 
try to go about their sworn business of 
destroying it.

No Second Chance 
In Atomic Attacks 


Hurricanes, like the one weaving off 
the coast, used to be dreaded almost ‘as 
much as atomic bombs are now. 

We haven't learned, and probably 
never will learn, how to control hurri- 
canes. But we can predict pretty accu- 
rately where they will strike and the im- 
pact they will carry. And through a 
process of education over the years, the

the balance. That was amply demon- 
strated in the handling of the Rivers and 
Harbors Bill and the wild vote to restore 
two mail deliveries a day in residential 
sections. 

This same spinelessness shows in the 
tax bill. Congress knows a deficit of the 
pre ions facing us easily might create 
an inflationary spiral which could wreck 
the economy. Russia would prefer to see 
us waste our strength in this manner than 
to have to fight to conquer. Credit con- 
trols, price and wage controls and ration- 
ing all are needed.

Congress ought to realize that a people 
ready to submit to regimentation in order 
to build our armed strength also are ready 
to do with less spending on nonessentials. 
Nor will there be complaint against higher 
taxes necessary to make up the differ- 
ences, once an honest effort is made to cut 
down on the spending of departments and 
agencies not related to defense.

Consequently, the death toll 
from hurricanes has diminished in this 
country almost to the vanishing point. 
There can be no accurate prediction 
as to where an atomic bomb might fall. 
But the targets are known and all the 
signs indicate the season is opening now. 
Unlike the case of hurricanes, not many 
in the target zone of an atomic bomb will 
get a second chance to learn how to guard 
themselves against another blow. The 
lesson must be learned in advance.

Education of the popu- 
lace and the preparation of places of safety 
cannot await the arousing of public senti- 
ment by an attack. It would be too late.

GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
A Surprise Call 
From the Chief 


WASHINGTON — Representative Sydney 
Camp, of Newnan, tells one of the best stories 
of the year about a surprise meeting with 
President Truman at the Capitol recently. 


More than any other President of our times, Mr. Truman makes 
a habit of going ‘to the Capitol occasionally for informal luncheon 
gatherings with his old cronies in the House and Senate. Usually 
such luncheons are held either in the private dining room of the 
Speaker of the House or in the suite of Secretary of the Senate 
Leslie Biffle, just off the Senate chamber. Most of the time they 
are small, intimate affairs, with only a dozen or so invited. 


On one such occation recently the President had lunch with 
Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn and a small group. After the 
luncheon was over, Mr. Truman took a sudden whim to visit the 
Democratic cloak room of the House, just around the corridor 
from the Speaker’s private chambers. 


Both houses, of course, have cloak rooms for the 
Senate Call accommodation of Republicans and Democrats, 
respectively. They are the private sanctoriums of the two houses, 
Only members and former members are allowed. It is here that 
members retire from the floor to escape the tedium of dull debate. 
to have a smoke or to take a nap after the midday meal. Couches 
and comfortable’ chairs are provided for the weary. 


The Democratic cloak room of the House has a narrow ene 
trance from the corridor outside—barely large enough for more 
than one person to pass at a time. It is a sort of sneak entrance 
and exit. 


On the day in question, Mr. Camp and several of his colleagues 
were loitering in the Democratic cloak room. Representative 
Eugene Cox, of Camilla, was resting on a couch, preoccupied with 
a newspaper. Some were napping. Camp himself was stretched 
out in a chair, dozing. Suddenly he looked up and recognized the 
President of the United States standing in the doorway: of the 
corridor entrance. 


Despite his huge bulk (he weighs an estimated 240 pounds), 
the Newnan Congressman bounced to his feet and gave a sharp 
military command: “Atten-shun!” he fairly shouted to the sleepy 
gathering. Startled by the crisp order, the others aroused them- 
selves and were even more surprised to discover the cause of 
the commotion. By then the President, alone and unaccompanied, 
was in the center of the room. 


Mr. Camp later apologized to the President for giving him 
such a ceremonious and military welcome. He explained that his 
reflexes automatically went back to the time when, in the First 
World War, he served as a member of headquarters detachment 
of the 82nd Division, American Expeditionary Force. When the 
commanding officer put in a sudden appearance it was customary 
for the first man seeing him to shout the alarm, “atten-shun,” by 
the way of notifying the others of his appearance. Wé are not at 
war again, of course, and Mr. Truman, as President of the United 
States, is the commanding officer. 


The President laughed heartily at Camp’s explanation and 
said he understood thoroughly. Thereafter the group held a 
friendly chat until Mr. Truman returned to the White’ House. 


From Representative Camp’s way of thinking, the incident 
illustrates the humility and the human qualities of the President. 
He recounted that Mr. Truman purposely left his secret service 
body guards outside when he decided to visit the House Democratic 
cloak room. He preferred to go in on his own, without any of 
the trappings of his high office. It was just friendly pop call on 
the members of his own party in Congress. 


Mr. icsmen hgs a way of doing things 
Private Quarters like that. Several years ago, after a 


similar luncheon at the Capitol, some of his old colleagues dared 
him to make an unheralded entrance in the Senate chamber, where 
he sat for 10 years a8 a Senator himself. Taking up the challenge, 
the President walked into the chamber and proceeded to occupy 
his old seat on a back row, which happened to be vacant at the 
time. Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, who was pre- 
siding, saw him enter and banged his gavel to cut off debate. In 
a stentorian voice, he declared: “The chair recognizes the former 
Senator from Missouri for a five-minute speech of any subject 
he desires to discuss.” 


It was contrary to all the rules of the Senate, but Mr. Truman 
did get up to made a few impromptu remarks which were well 
received. , 

Another time he dropped in on the House floor while the 


electoral college vote was being counted. He explained to the large. 


number of Congressmen who immediately massed around him 
that he merely wanted to see how the count was going. 


“These are the sort of things that show his humility and human , 


traits,” commented Mr. Camp.

Kopf Outlines Cure 
For A-Bomb Jitters 


Got the A-bomb jitters? 


There’s a cure for that topical disease, says Frank A. 
Kopf, Civilian Defense Co-ordinator for the State of Georgia. 


The cure: Get an accurate pic- 
ture of the atom bomb and its 
worst possible effects; then start 
planning co-operative defense 
measures. 

“The time to stick your head in 
the sand like an ostrich is when 
the bomb is actually being ex- 

loded,” Kopf told the Atlanta 

ons Club Friday. “Beforehand, 


_ Kopf wasn't kidding about the 


ostrich act. He said the best safe- 
ty measure during an actual bomb- 
ing is to “lie down on the ground 
curled up in a knot.” That way, 
he explained, radiation is least 
likely to affect victims. 

A spirit of co-operation among 
citizens and communities is es- 
sential in defense planning, Kopf 
declared. He amplified: “If Chat- 
tanooga gets bombed, Atlanta will 
have to help her—and vice versa.”

Betts pointed out that an esti- 
mated 9,000,000 persons in the 
United States suffer from some 
form of heart disease. He said re- 
searchers were seeking to learn 
the causes of the three main types 
of heart disease—hardening of the 
arteries, high blood pressure and 
rheumatic heart ailments. 

Betts, who met here with the 
Executive Committee and _ the 
Campaign Planning Committee of 
the Georgia Heart Association, 
lauded the Georgia organization 
and program planning as ‘“out- 
standing.”

there is-no green thing.” } 

Isaiah also said “All flesh is grass,” a good argument for a 
balancéd ration, while First Peter said “All flesh is as grass,” evi- 
dently comparing the weakness of Man with frail grass. The 
Psalms speak of the “cattle on a thousand hills’—evidently grazing 
on grass. 

Grass is not only a prime factor in Georgia dairying, but it is 
the most important item of feed on the cattle ranches of the West, 
and especially in Argentina, South America, where the millions 
of cattle, grazjng on verdant grassland, awe tourists. 

“It is said there are nearly 5,000 kinds of grass growing 

in all sections of the world.

Commodity Price Index for State 
Shows 12-Point Gain in July

ATHENS, Aug. 18—The All Commodity Index of Prices 
received by Georgia farmers for July showed a 12-point gain 
over the June figure, the Crop Reporting Service revealed 
Friday. 

This is the eighth consecutive month that the Index has 
shown an advance. The current figure is 21 points above a 
year ago, and now stands at the highest level since July, 1948. 

Meat animals showed an increase of 35 points since the 
last report, with chickens and eggs up 23 points. Cotton 
and cottonseed rose eight points. Dairy products and miscel- 
laneous groups showed only slight advances. 

The fruit Index, however, declined 58 points due largely 
te the decrease in peach prices. ) 

Generally higher prices for most agricultural commodities 
resulted in the sharpest monthly increase in the Index for 
the nation since March, 1947.
